2, Cn 20 July 1950 it was reported that the construction of the Yelten« 
Leezebruch-Cranienbur? railroad line is orocressing. The line branches 
off at the northeastern cdze of Velten and bends north to the southern 
edge of “den, a suburb of Cranienburc where it joins the Kpermen-Oranien= 
burz rgilroad line, 


3. The new line makes use of the former railroad of the Jeinkel Aircraft 
Plant factory which, prior to its lestruction, connected the plant with 
the Oranienburg airfield and joined the Kresmen-Cranienvur: railroad line 
at “den railroad station. To continue it to Velten, passing west of Leege- 
bruch, the construction of a new roadbed was necessary, This has been 
completed. The new section joins the Berlin-Ueuruppin trunk line at 
Velten, % 
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iii Vonment. For sketch of the route of the line see Annex, 
Soviet “one newspapers reported the project without giving details, 
According to the press, the construction of the new line is due to 
numerous skilled workers liviny in the area of Leezebruch who wished 
to improve traffic facilities to their places of work in YVelten and 
Hennizssdorf. The East Jerman Railroads assumed supervision of the con~ 
struction. In acdition to its local significance the rew line is important 
as a supplement and relief to the northern outer ring for Oranienburge 
Kremmen-laien freight trat'fic because there is a continuation of the new 
line from Velten to Nauen via Loetzow. This provides a northern bypass to 
the western sectors of cerlin.
